was Miss Catherine Connelly. The 
future justice studied at the public 
school in Oswego 
while 
his father 
preaching there in New York. N. J. 
and in New York city where he w as 
a pupil in “Old 35”, one o f the M et­ 
ropolis’ noted grammer schools. Ilis 
liking for oratory was demonstrated 


early. 
When only thirteen he delivered 
the salutatory address for his class 
on graduation. 
His education was 
completed at M adison, now Colgate, 
University, and at Brown U niversity, 
at both of which institutions he was 
popular with fellow students, 
even 
though he was very much of a stu ­ 


dent. 
After graduation Hughes essayed 
school-m astering, 
teaching 
Greek 
and M athematics in Delaware A ca­ 
demy, Delhi, N. \ . 
He also studied 
law at odd moments in the office of 


Judge Gleason. 


In 1882 he entered Columbia Law 


ira: 


School, New York, and further stu­ 
died Blackstone in the office of Gen­ 
eral Stewart L. W oodtord,. ttien U. 
S. District Attorney. 
He was adm it­ 
ted to the bar in 1884 and was just 
ordinarily successful 
until 
189(1, 
when, his health threatened by over­ 
work, he became professor of law at 


Cornell. 
In 1893 he went back to practicing 
and soon became one of the univer­ 
sally recognized 
authorities here on 
corporation law. 
His first 
public ( 
service work was m 1905 as' special 
counsel for the Legislative Commis- 
sion investigating New York City s 
and electric companies. 
Hughes’ work in this investigation | 
was of so brilliant a character that 
when there 
was a general 
demand 
that same year for a legislative in­ 
vestigation of the Equitable Insur­ 
ance scandal, State Senator \Y. \Y. 
Armstrong, appointed head of such a 
probing body, called on Hughes, then 
on a vacation in Switzerland, to re­ 
turn and act as special counsel. 
The disclosures of that investiga­ 
tion are historic. 
They were respön- 
sible in the main for Hughes later 
icing elected twice as.% 
go\ein or ot 
New York. 
In the middle of the in­ 
vestigation he flatly refused a m ay­ 
oralty nomination. 


From the outset of his career as 
governor, Hughes was in trouble with 
Republican party leaders. 
He devel­ 
oped an aloofness from them, and 
complete independence 
of

and action that finally culminated in 
an open break between him and W il­ 
liam Barnes, Jr. 


New Yorkers still 
remember

speech by Hughes before the Albany j

London, June 6.—The loss of Earl 


Kitchener, secretary of state for war 
England's greatest military organi- 
zer and the conqnerer of the Sou- 


dan, 
with, 'his entire staff, when the 


crusier Hampshire was sunk off the 
Orkney Island by a mine or torpedo, 
was officially announced by the ad- 
miralty today. 


The news ofi England's 
greatest 


personal loss since the war which 
has 'stunned London, already hard- 
ened to shocks, was issued in the 
following formal bulletin: 


"The admiralty reports with deep 


regret that the ship Hampshire with 
Lord Kitchener and 
his 
staff on 


board was sunk last night about 
eight o'clock off Orkney Island by a 
mine or torpedo. Four boats were 
seen by observers .on the shore to ,, 
leave the ship. Heavy seas' were,,,, 
running but patrol vessels at once ' 
proceeded to the scene. 
The whole-'"'' 


shore has been searched from sea- 
ward but it is greatly feared that-' 
there is little hope for any survi- 
vors. No report has yet been re- 
ceived from the searching party on 
shore." 


A later announcement from 
the 


admiralty said that the 
searching 


party sent out in, boats along the 
coast had found only bodies 
of 


the drowned and one capsized boat. 
There was still faint hope that pos- 
sibly some might have reached shore 
and proceeded inland in search _pf 
aid.
